W.-iles. The Australian insect fauna Is es- 
timated at lO.tKNI Hjieeles. but It is lic- 
lii'vi-d tbiit the actual nnnibei- is consider- 
ably greater. Of these ttie greatest v.xt- 
lely Is to be found In Neiv Suiitli Wales, 
the sricntille collections formed in Sydney 
and elsewhere being of singular attractive- 
ness nnil Interest. In the vlclijlty of 
streams may be found large and heaiitlfnl 
dragoii-llles, often of considerable size: 
while everywhere, during the wnrnier 
months of the year, the ceaseless hum of 
the elgalc reminds the traveller of a slm- 
Ihir Insect expcrleiiced In Italy. Native 
honey bees are plentiful In many places, 
and are easily recognizable by their gnmll 
size, being little larger than the pommon 
hou.oe lly.

Most of these lovely insects are found 111 
ilie damp moist rivers of tbe Xew .Sioitli 
Wales coast. .Much attention has bi'en given 
to the ehariiiMei- of the colonial liisei-t 
found by the r.inin-an Society of .New 
South 'Wales, und ilic Miuleay collection, 
now In the Sydney unlverslt.v. Is one of the 
finest and most complete In existence. For 
those who wish to become acquainted With 
the Insect fauna of the colony there exist 
abundant facllltlea for reaching the most 
favored ioealltles, and a couple of months 
will Kuftlco to form a collection 'which 
vvoiihl constltnte -a valuable addition to any 
Kuropoan or American museum.

The liintoriaii 
will probably ruL'ogiiize as its <'Uit'C cluir- 
.noici-istio tho Tjippvacheinout or tlio tivo 
Iji-auchos <>t the Anglu-Saxou race aiul 
jtlictr great activity in the cause of civil- 
"dzation and freedom. If seems' a re- 
iiiai-kiLblu tiling that the two Knglisli- 
ypca-kiiig nations, who are the oi-igiualors 
of iiitiTiiational arbitration, and who 
have alway.s expressly disclaimod ani'" 
, thiuK like military aggressiveness, should 
«lgualize Uie year of tho Peace Confer- 
onco by carrying on great niililary oper- 
atior.s,' ulii" li will result in the acquisi- 
tion oi: lU'W territory. ^Vllile the so- 
called great miiUary i>owers have been 
iu u state of profouml peace, the suji- 
l)o»cdIy pencc-ilovin;? countries liavc liad 
larger armies in the lieUl than ever ' j- 
I'oru in Hieir history, as far as toreigu 
•\var is concernoil. 

One of the epoch-making cveivtS of the 
year was tho completion iby Great Hri- 
tain oi: one o£ her self-imposed tasks, 
namely, liie opening of the Soudan to 
civilization and the extinction of slavery 
iu a region where it has existed for un- 
counted centuries iu its worst forui. lliat 
tho- liuishiug stroke was given by t!ie 
ij)gyi)tian soldiery ia no way detracts 
■from, but on the coutrary enhances the 
imiiwrtanco of the work accomplished. It 
speaks volunies for the influeuce of our 
uatiou "that the death blow to slavery in 
the Soudaii was struck by a people, who 
•atsly a 'ittle while ago were Ihcnisclvcs 
littio elsi- tlu: oiaves nmlil enianeipateil 
■by liritish policy. 'I'hat great civiiizer, 
the railway, now ruus to Khartoum, a 
town only a few years ago associated in 
tlic inind of all with tlie worst tyranny 
and oppression. A vast region lias been 
opene<l to the enterprise of the whole 
world, and what is infinitely better an 
<iwfitl record of crime, cruelty and suf- 
ffU'iug, v.'hieli extends back indefiintely 
into the past, has been 'brought to a 
close, and luunau life and huuuin lib- 
erty have become sawredi in the heart of 
tho Dark Continent. While nchicve- 
nionts like this may be set down to the 
credit of our country, wo may feel con- 
lideiit that dl: is not yet .time to write 
leliahod on onr walls, for our glory 
lias certainly not dei)artod. 

ITlie march of events brought about iu 
South Africa a climax, .which every care- 
iHil observer could see was api)roaching. 
It is i<iie to lay the blame for the war, 
MS some do, ou the shoulders of Mr. 
Chamberlain. 'He and tlic nation with 
liim were borun along by an irresistible 
<-m-rcnt of events, As .Tlllia Ward Howe 
"vvrote during the dark days of tlie War 
of Secession, so we may say to-day 
with all sincerity, "Our God is march- 
ing on." Britain always buys freedom 
for others with the best 'blood of her own 
rions. This is tho God-given mission 
of our race and we dare not shirk it. 

Tho past year looks like one of prepar- 
ation. Whj" olsf." this springing to arms 
ot the sous <jf Britain iu all quarters 
of the ■globe? 'llio Tiumorical contri- 
bution of tlie colonics to the forces in 
SoiKli Atrn'a is not imporlani. 'I'lu' few 
extra thousands could easily have been 
■secured in Hiondon itseK. lu this again 
the wonderful nature of Britifih iiisti- 
tiUions has been made apparent, fiu' the 
hiiHiire, the very iiatiin^ of wlmse lie is 
undetiniiible, is seen to bo knit together 
in a ii>ond of loyalty and alTection so 
closely as to be one in all essentials. 

Tlicso three things are the most im- 
iwrtiuit features of the year's history 
as far .-is the British I'^mpire is cor, 
ceriKM], bat if it were not for thcni ;ind 
■tho fact tliat by tlieir sui)reme nature 
■they obscure ovcTythiug else, it would 
bo easy to recall many other matters 
of nionient, sni-ii as the settlement ','f our 
boundary tidiil>li. with \^'iH-/,ui^hi. tbc 
yanioan arr.-ingemenl .•iiiil the aeiiiiisil ion 
Ot new territory in Western Africa. 
Tlio Empire has Ik-oh growing ^teadily 
during the year. 

The Uiiilei! States h.-is doriii;,' llie last 
twelveuicnth fairly entered upon a new 
oiweh in its history, a fact of il^ell siif- 
Heient to mark the year as coiispicuDiis 
in history. It is true that tlip ciiiisi. of 
'lliis new di'parture. namely, the war 
with S])aiu, tninsrdn.ci in bS'.t.S. Inil it 
was not until 18!)!) that tlie nation was 
ifully comrairteil to the jiolir-y of expan- 
sion. This was shown by the result of 
tile election in November. The opera- 
lions in tite riiilippiiu's liave not been 
<-arried on with any great degree ■>f skill, 
iind have not been .si>ecially .sneec.ssful, 
but they have estn'blished that only one 
cnnchision is possible and that is tliat 
till' United States will beeone- m ^-nvit 
A.->iatic iiewer. It is soniewliat .•~!iii:n- 
■iar that on the last day of the yc-ar the 
7iewsi)apor8 wevo able to announce that 
full success had attended the first step 
of tim KtlHiblie in its new Held and thai 
the "open door" in China had been as- 
sented to by substantially all the powers 
interested at the reqticst of Mlu IVasli- 
ington govenuneut. 

France has oec.-upied a eoiispicuoiis 
place in jtiiblic attention during ih- year, 
il>ilt not one that is very cre<litable. The 
Dreyl'us trial and the incidents sur- 
rounding it, the confusion in political 
circlQs;:;and . tliu apparent total loss of 
i^ospiict on the part of. thc'peopi'e 'f^r the 
law liiid tlie coiirts of justice are in- 
<lieativo of decp-soaled decay. The in- 



sanely jealous hatred of our own coim- ^ 
t.-y, shown <Uiring tho last two mouths, 
is another indication that tlie deeadent 
process is increasing in strength. If 
wo may judge of the future of France 
by the.ovant-s of 1890,' it will bo one of 
almost hopeless despair. 

Gorniany has a very satisfactory ro- 
eoril for tho year. Tho Kaiser has de- 
iiuiiistratcd that he knows .hisipeo'pJfijlbet- 
ter tlian any oiio else, and ha's'^'l^liibitcd 
almost a geniiLs for government. He 
bus taken steps during 1890 which will 
do much toward rendering' possible a 
German empire beyond the sea, a con- 
summation that seems necessary for tho 
full development oif Teutonic character. 
Tho restoration of ' kindly feelings be- 
tween tho German government and our 
own is not the least interesting and valu- 
alile incident to lie set down to the credit 
of tho year. 

Itussij. lias been somewhat passive (lur- 
ing lyO'j. Several cau.scs have oontri- 
bnteii le ibis. One; of them is tlu? neces- 
sity of couce.'ilrating her efforts upon tho 
great railway to the Pitoific, another i-s 
ihe demands ot the famine-stricken 
provinces for aiti, aud~ a third, and i>os- 
sii>ly the most iulUieiitial, is the well 
known pacific desires of the Czar, who 
by calling "tBe Peace Conference of the 
liowors has marked 1S90 conspicuously 
even in this very busy eontury. 

Italy has been n'sling. aii'l no eeuiitr.\ 
needed a rest uuu'e, for llie burdens of 
iiiiUt.irism had almost crushed her peo- 
jile. Spain has exhibited uuexpecleil 
good sense iu her aceeiitance el' the in- 
evitable, ami lier frieiuls, of wlieiu she 
has many among the nations, are glad 
to Ijelieve ■that affliction has chastened 
her and that she may once more rise to 
sonielliiiig like her fiu-mer greatness. In 
Sweden, Norivay, DeumarU, llelginni. 
Holland, .Switzerland, the Danubian 
principalities and Turkey the year has 
not been specially eventful, and tho same 
iiiny be .said of Asiatic countries gener- 
ally, although perhaps if we could lift 
the veil surrounding tho relations of 
.lapan and China, we might find conceal- 
eil the germ of an important movement 
iu till' Orienl. If it is true, as alleged, 
that Maniuis Ito, the creator of the is'ew 
.lapan, has tlie key to tho C(Uitrol of 
(Miiiia, the world may expect startling 
developments as the result of a Chiuo- 
Japancse entente formed durius LSOi). 

South America lias not been wholly 
free fr<un internal distniibaute <luring 
the year, but perhaps it reached only a 
niinimuin '.'f aeiiteiiess. One (^oniewlmt 
r-iiiguhir and littli> notieed incident was 
reported from the interior ot lirazil dur- 
ing the early autumn. It, was that an 
adventurer had set np an indepeiidi'nt 
nation in the vast region adjoining Boli- 
via and the Argeiitiinr Iteiinblic. Tlie 
year witnessed the di.sappearauce of the 
ca uses of friction which, seemed Ukoly to 
lead to hostilities hctwoi'n Chile and 
.Vrgentina. Central .\iuerica h:\ii been 
almornially (luiet. Mexico has had seri- 
ous trouble with fiome of her Indian, 
tribes, hut on the wlwlo hius had ii pro- 
gressive anil pro.sperous year. 

I'uming aside from. political events, we 
may note a few of another nature which 
render the year notable. One of these 
is the coiisuinmatioii of an agreement 
whereby German capital is to builil a 
railway from the Mediterranean to tiie 
Persian Gulf. This, by the w-ay, ir; not 
wholly lacking iu political signiticaucc, 
for it is inf(>rinaily umlerstood that this 
project has the hearty supi>ort of the 
British gDverumcnt, ami if so it means 
that Germany is about to l>ecome an 
.\ sialic power, whose influence will lie 
exerted to hold Russia in check in the 
design attribnteil to her of scvking an 
(Millet on the Indian Ocean. It would 
not ihc possible at present to discover any 
political siguiflcance in t'>e intonating 
fact that during l.Wi Ae'.rctic explora- 
tion has for the li!"-:t n:;,.- been be..iiiu in 
a systeniatie wa.v. What it will deiiioii- 
strale is something which must be left 
to the next century to (lisc!or;e. 

Among inventions, tlie practical appli- 
cation of wireless telegraphy and the 
turbine system of employing stoiiin in 
propelling viwels will be readily reeulled 
as chief among those of the year and 
apparently most likeiy to produce results 
of great .^locial and industrial import- 
ance. 

Tho year has been an exceptionally 
prosperous one for the business world 
geuer.-illy. although it closes with signs 
(if a piir-,<ilile linaiicial si lingeucy . <)ii 
the whole, conditions everywhere iiroiiiis(> 
that the immediate future is likely to l)e 
marked by good times. l.'ndoiibtcclly 
the openings for enterprise and energy 
are rapidly multiplying. Probably no 
single lino ot business has liad a more 
.^ucecssfnl year than' shipping, and even 
a l)etter outlook seems to be before it. 
To nil appearances llie Kced h.is been, 
sown in 1,S0!) which will yield n great 
h.irvest to business .if .'ill hinds in lillMt. 

.Marked evidence of the new life spring- 
ing iij) elsewhere so generally lias not 
been lacking in Canada. We have bud 
n good year iu a business sense and a 
very good year in the dev(do|)liieiit of 
those things wbicli iii.ihe up i;a t ioiialit .v. 
(! renter jjrogrci-s has ln'cii made iu this 
respi'ct in 1800 than in a long time 
previously. Pciliaps among the donics- 
lie uiMllers conncctcil with the year none 
is lik(dy 1(1 liav(- a greater efre(.^l upon 
llic material interests of Canada than the 
declaration froili authoritative soureets 
that n new transcontinental railway is to 
be undertaken. The (-(Uiiplelion of the 
agreeincn; for tlie I'aeilic Catile is . not 
the le.ist ;iii(>i-e-^liii,i; fcaHire of the year. 
allli.i;i;,'h vv.k.;,] hH 1;]^. |,, si'c it put 
into working shape a little more raiiidl.v. 
l^a«t year saw Cumidti occupy more of 
the attention of home-.scokers from 
abroad than any other period in her liis- 
lory, and may. we thilil;. b(> said to lie 
notaible as the hcgiiifiing of a new i-ra 
of colonization. Our j^oreign trade has 
gifowTT' greatlyV'nndi T^^^^^ • it. there has 
b<;en . an ^'Cxiianifllnjr.'^crc^iuc. ^ re~- 

cnin» nnd expenditure .tcnchcd.: a'i bigbcr 
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mark in the Dominion in 1S09 than ever 

before in its lii.story. but We may natur- 
ally expect steady iucreasis in these Hues 
for years to come. 

In British Columbia there has been 
much cause for gratification, althotigh it 
is not uutingeil with disappointment. 
The legislative interferences with tiiat 
treedom ot individuals, which is so closely 
idontilied with Briti.sh progress, un- 
doubtedly iirevcnted a great deal of de- 
velopment which wouhl otlierwise have 
taken place, hut there lias been' great 
progress nevertheless. The year saw 
the opening of two important raiiv.'a.vri 
wiiiiiii tho province, or.o from IJobsou to 
i^idwBy.^and the .other .-the: "VYyto Pass 
it Yukon fond. Both of these will have 
a profound effect upon onr provincial 
business interests. Atliu has been 
deinoiiiitrated to be a regiou of great un- 
( xploltcd wealth; -and neWvOTld«nce. has 
iieen given that in O'mineca 'tlib provin^ce 
has a source of great prc-^pority. The 
explorations couiinctod dirring the year 
have demonstrated anew the vast possi- 
bilities of Koo'tenay, uaAi what Is raoro 
intimately associiitetl with the future of 
Victoria, li.'ive sliowii that Vancouver 
Island is certain to become a great Jiro- 
diicer of mineral. To lS!ii) must be 
ac-erediled the first tsmeller on the Coast 
and the lirst sliippiiig mine on tiic Island. 

So far us Victoria is conct.-ncd, there 
hats been little to complain of In 1800, 
and milch cause for satirifaetioii. 'Phe 
past year Is the tirsi in -wbicli the trade 
of tho nortliern gold (ields had settled 
down to its nonuul channels, and as eoon 
a-i it Imd done so our city asserted its 
commercial supremacy in a niaiiiier that 
adiuili-i oi; no iniMcdncepI ion. AVe bad 
more than the lion's share of it. <.)f the 
pi'r eeiil. of th,' northern business 
doni! b.v (,'anaila tliis city has done tio per 
cent., a proportionate share that ought 
to satisfy the most ambitious, and one 
that it sliouhl lie the aim of our mer- 
chants to niaiiilaiu. We havi> also .seen 
at near-by points evidencets of growing 
prosperity, which are full of future 
promise. In 1890 the busines.^ and 
general progress of the "SVest Coa.<t re- 
ceived a lu'w and highly gratifying 
iinpetiis. Within the city there has ibooii 
much ini]irovement. More .sul)stantial 
advance has bcH'n made in the erection 
of business blocks than in many years, 
and the number of new rot<ideiiees erect- 
ed is large and their (■h.'iraeter belter 
than the average of recent years. We 
have seen our walerworkri completed dur- 
ing tlie year, the first attempt at iwrma- 
noiit street paving, and a very excellent 
lot of work done i' '.Ik? way of perniii- 
•lent sidewalks. .V civic event of special 
instance was tho refiniding of a portion 
of the city debt at lower Interest and on 
exceptionally favorable terms. Ouo must 
he very unreasonahle who docs not 
recognize that tlie past year ha'^; hccu 
very friendly to A'ictoria. We liav(> 
had no citac^troplie of nii.v kind, no seri- 
ous liri\s, nothing to disturb iJie ordinary 
good healthy condition oif the city, no 
business failures worth mentioning, no 
great amount of crime. We may have 
better years in the future, ..md all will 
join in the hope for tliein. but the great 
majority of Victorians may very well 
I'l'el content if in the future no twelve- 
lu.mtli is less full ot cau.se for thankful- 
ness than tho year which has just clot-ed. 

We present to-day our.usu.il colhatioii 
of statistics for tho year. T'liey are full 
of oricourageiucitt. They indicate that 
our I'ity anil province are on the ujv 
i-'rade, and that, if unwise legislation 
docs not interfere to prevent, tho years 
to c(ini(> have inucb iu store for ic. that 
will tend to our liapjiincsn ami pro.sperity. 

Wo do not forget that there must be 
many to whom tho year ISOfJ has had 
more than its share of trouble, sorrow 
and (liriappiiinlinciil, and iu wishing 
those, to whom we have from day to 
day spoken in these colmnns, .V Happy 
Xew Year, we have .specially in mind 
such as do not .sec very clearly the path 
\\ hich they must tread. May 1000 bring 
them good cheer.

The iirsi lic- 
gan with tlie invasion ot our terrilor.v by 
the Boers and their advance in several 
directions simultaneously. While it was 
marked by a niiiiiln'r of very gallant 
achii veiiicnis hy "iir li'odie;. vol we were 
iinaldc III hold the elieni.\ liaeU. but on 
the (■(■utrury he entreiielu'il himself very 
siidugly in our territory, and by tlireal- 
euiiig Ladysniith and Iviinlu.rley eoiu- 
pletly influenced our plan of cam|iaigii. 
It was a chapter which deals cliielly with 
Hoer preparal inns l'(ir i .'sisi .-i i,cc. 

Cliapler 11 began wirli the arrival of 
reinforcements at the Cape and tho des- 
patch of four culumns for tho puriio.so 
of e.xiielling the eiieiiiy from our terri- 
tory. The cfrorl was only partially suc- 
cessful, for the positions, which he it<x»- 
pied have so far proved too strong to he 
carried by direct assault. Xevorthnless 
the enemy has been driven buck at all 
points, and his dream of comiuest, aiilc<i 
by a Dutch uprising in Cape Colony has 
been (jfftHstnally dispelled. This is the 
lesson of the second chapter. 

The third opens with more reinfi rec- 
iiieiits on tlie way and witli the evident 
(Ictermiiiatioii of our generals to make 
nssiirauce doubly sure iliefore atlenipt- 
iiig to dislodge the enemy frmn his 
chosen positions, .■ It will i>rubably he 
marked hy the emplojnncnt of new tac- 
tics, whereby the enemy will 'be forced 
to iiieei our men upon somctlling like

At the same time 
it is fully iu keeping with liis policy 
when liolding the responsible iwsition of 
premier. Mr. Tnrner'.s plans liad only 
one fault. They v,-ere a little too ad- 
vanced for the iiiajorit.v of the people, 
and thifi was (Unihtlcr^s iu a measure due 
to the tact that he has long been a resi- 
lient ill lite province, and hus by his luisi- 
ness and iHiTsonal connections gaine<^ an 
intimate knowUxlge of the pos-sihllitics of 
the province, and having seen how it has 
plos]hcre(l under adviM'sr ( (iiiilili(.nr--, i-^ in- 
f^pired hy the ci>nli(leiice necessary to 
pledge the province to great ■projects on 
the faith of tho future.

The Dawson party experienced 
a he.iv>- se.ew tstoriii at Lebarge, but 
otlu'rwise li.e trip w.-is without incident. 

\numg the iiassengers were .-V. T. Solly 
and (ieorge Brown, menibers of tlii' 
N. W. I'., who are reluming to Win- 
nipeg, their time having expired. Tliey 
•e iiuarteriMl at the Occidental. 
Capt. Chris. Morgan is one among 
three Dawsonites wlui altio registered ut 
tlie Occiiloutal. Capt. Morgan brings an 
interesting budget of news from Oio 
North, tho most important item of which 
is that extraordinarily mild weather 
prevailing in the Klondike district. So 
unusual is the weather that ordinary 
winter mining operations are virtually 
susiMMtded. Capt. Morgan says the sloaui 
thnwers are generally proving a succese, 
it being i>ossibie to dp with their use in 
an hour the work occupying twenty-four 
hours under the old metihod. 

Tlicrc was a slight fire in Dawson on 
the night of the Stli, in the business sec- 
tion of the city, which caused a dliglit 
scare, but the fire department now lieing 
most cfllcient, it wa« spw>dlly extin- 
guished, little or no damage being done. 

Contrary to gen(!ral expectations, there 
iri no scarcity of labor, tlie supply lieiiig 
amply adequate to tlie demand. Wages 
are .f5 per <la.v and board, and tlie miners 
seem satisfied with that afimgement. 

Capt. Morgan estimates that at least 
■1.001 1 men have started from Dawson for 
Nome, intending to go down the river 
by easy stages. The big companies at 
Circle City are making efforts to keep 
the trail in good condition, tint few of 
Ilio :;ta:iii)eders exjH'ct to make Nome 
this winter. Capt. Morgan intends ar- 
ranging to-day with local butchers for a 
supply of fresh beef, the scarcity of that 
artic-le having caused a general raise in 
the price of ham and bacon, and making 
its importation a good investment. 

The steamer Queen City is hourly ex- 
pected from West Coast ])oints. i.Sh(> 
W(>nt as far north as Cape S<'ott on this 
trip, which accounts for the lenglli of tho 
passage.

It is estimated that dur- 
ing the year just closed upwards of 20,- 
0(W tons of goods wont into the nortliern 
gold fields and SO i>or cent, were Can- 
adian. Taking tho customs returns, it 
is shown that Victoria did 00 per cent, 
of tliat trade, but Collector Milne tliinks 
a conservative estimate would place tlie 
amount at 50 per cent. The appended 
return of tho values of goods going into 
tho north country by way of Lynn canal 
during the past four years ore eloquently 
indicative of VictoriaV firm grasp upon 
the bulls of this rapidly dncreasiug trade:

In this con- 
iiN:tiou it may be noted that all of Uie 
spirits which went aiito Dawson last 
year were .supplied by British Colum;bia 
lirm.^, this beiug a highly important fac- 
tor in itself. 

Victoria is easily liolding her own as 
•tlie leading coinniercial city of the i)rov- 
ince. It is anticipated that duriitg 1900 
there will bo much attention paid to the 
■exploitation and development of >tlte inar- 
veUoius mineral resources of Vancouver 
Island, and this will sorely result in 
greatly increasing the trade and prc»- 
perity of Victoria, whose future never 
looked brighter. 

INLAND REVENUE. 

Collections Made iu tho Victoria Division 
for tho Year. 

The inland revenue collections during 
1809 were somewhat short of those re- 
, ceived in 1898, but a good showing is 
made nevertheless. Collections were 
heaviest <luring April, June and August, 
more than ,'?2O,000 having been received 
in each of those inoiitlis.

Lumber Industry Thrives 

Especially on Island. 



There can lie no dispute of the fact 
that with British Columbia's lumber 
inanufucturers and exports, 1899 has 
Ijieii a good }e»t — tt year or progress. 
True, there has been no marked increase 
in the volume of export trade, but this 
is attributable, not to any lack of busi- 
ness, but to an iiiipreccdented scarcity of 
lumber carrying lonnage, this famine oi' 
shii)s — more especially toward the <dos.' 
of the yuir— greatly interfering with llu- 
arrangements of the mill men and mate- 
rially reducing the volume of proiluci.iui. 
The lii,u'hest rates on record are now be- 
ing olTered for suitable lumber earners, 
aail (■verylliiug offering is eagerly snap- 
pod up at fancy figures, the Cheinainus 
mil! alone being uiiilerstoud to have up- 
wards of four inillioi'. feet of ordered 
hiniber awaiting delivery to various 
])arts (if the worhl so soon as the shilis 
can be engageil to carry ir. .Vs for the 
markets— the year just elosed has wit- 
nessed a steady and constantly improv- 
ing demand from Australia, the Orii-nt, 
South America and the Hawaiian Is- 
liliids, Honolulu, since the oslablishment 
there ot' an American territorial gcn'ern- 
ineiit, showing uiimistakable indications 
of becoming a heavy purchaser in the 
near future. India is also opening ns a 
iiiarlcet for British Columbia forest pro- 
ducts—the Ubeniaiiuis mills having dvuie 
.•^M.li.S,") worth of business with Calcutta, 
and the Moodyville mills $15,221— during 
the season juat at uu end. There will, 
no doubt, be a small but profitable tem- 
porary tra<le with the Nome goldficlds 
in the approaching stiring, but this class 
of ibusiuess will exert no lasting or real- 
ly appreciable Influence upon tho general 
development of the industr.v. On the 
other hand the pi-.igress of events in the 
Orient— to a considerable e.xtont influenc- 
ed by tho American occupation of the 
riiillppiues, and the rapid acceptance by 



Japan ot a place among tlie progressive, 
pushing nations— indicates the opening 
of vast possibilities to the trade in this 
direction, South Africa hohig another 
great and growing imrehaser. The ad- 
vance in prices, by aiiout .'jll.OI) jier 
thousand, during the year, had a decid- 
eilly stiiuiilatiiig olVeci, and 1S99 closes 
wiih all parties interesteil both satislied 
and hopeful. It is cle.arly indicative of 
the state of the Hrilisli Columbia luiuber 
trade to lind the iiiggest mills of the pro- 
vinee. thonc of the \'!ctoria Lumber &

The tigures 
for the then closed year were 49,00)1,000 
feet exported foreign, wltli a gross valu- 
ation of $-100,001— this year tlie approxi- 
mation figures are 49,720,000 feet, of a 
value of .^MGiSSl.

SALUTES TO OOLOUBD OFPICKItS 

Seldom Forthcoming From the While 
Members of the American Army. 

I'rem the Seattle Post-IntelllgBncer. 

■Ident. Itutlcr?" repeated tbe aonliy. 
"Which one— black or white?" 

He was black himself, but be put tli ■ 

ipH'stlon In such a busincHs-IIke, Imper- 
sonal manner as to rnrpilre a like answiT. 

It wn.H the black IP-utcaimt, of ci/Urse, 
that 1 wanted to s-e. U'here Is Ihv iirl- 
vatc. white nr hhi,.];, wlio dun'S deny the 
salute to I. lent. Hnl lor— white'.' Ident Ita:- 
ler, lilai-k. siilleil yesterday afleruooa for 
Ihe I'hllliiplnes, He took with him the 
kuDwIiMlge that Uncle .Sam's military mips 
amy he interpreted In two ways— a white 
wny nnd a black way. 

The white way Is unlnten stln-. fm- It 
Is tbe every-day Interpretatlnn. The bUo-c 
way Is tbat most radically expressed by 
a certain white sergeant In the Third ai-- 
tlllory the other day. 

"Take that coat off," he shouted to his 
superior officer (colored), "and I'll salute 
the straps, but I'll be Alcntrazed If 1 11 
salute you!" 

A nioinent later there was a negro llini 
tenant knoeki'd down by his military In- 
feriors. There was a dlahonortng of gilt 
slioiildcr-strnps. whose slgnlOcance neuily 
!i hnndri'd tbonsimd men were tauijht ti 
respect during our last war. And tlieie 
wn;: :i hasly lining-up of two rows uf 
tlireateuin;; men. one white, Ihe other 
bl.irk. quite a.s thiin;,'li the war before the 
last had nut put an end to race hatred In 
.\iiierlea. 

"If I rejiort a man f.ir disrespect for 
neK'leetlii^' to salute iiie as his superior 
ofllr-or," said a ncfiru ofllrrr out at the 
Presidio .vesterd:iy. "ho Is lironylit uii hi- 
fore his judges, and so am t. 'I'li nii' tlie.v 
say, •\(in are quite right. The ofTeHse 
Is plain. It was an open dIsrcRard of mlll- 
tar.v regulations." To him they say. afli.o- 
I am gone, 'Well, of courae, there are the 
rales, nnd their meaning Is plain. But I'll 
ailii.lt It's pretty hard luck to have to Bahile 
a nigger.' I pjit the blame for this disre 
spect to the uniform on tbe White otlleors. 
We teach our men to salute the mark of 
military rank, no matter who wears It. 
The white officer whose men refuse the 
snhite Is half la sympathy with them blin- 
self." 

"Yo;;l(rday at the I'alace hotel," s.ild 
the oflleer, "I haiipeneil to be In tho court, 
and. turning, siiw a while oflleer, a sur- 
geon, Just begliinln.i;, ymi know. In his pro- 
fesslon." he added, ".■!!b a gentle disdain. 
"I really hadn't !iad time to recognized 
the ,'ael that he was an officer before he 
turned coiuplntelj- around to avoid Kaliil- 
liiil ine. Doesn't it .seein ati.surd';" 

"This question Isn't a new ont?," sa'il :t 
colored plilloso|iher wdio happens to be an 
oflleer. ''In .lofferaon barrncUs, .Missouri, 
where wo were stationed, the thing had 
finally to be recognized and a test made 
to enforce dlBclpllac." 

"Down In Arizona, where 1 came from." 
snld a negro sergeant. Who had Jnst 
brought a prisoner up to Alcatraz for ills 
obedience and disrespect to a saperior, 
"It's the same way. It's Ignorance usually, 
nnd the low-class volnntcer who makes a 
pcrsorml matter of It." 

"And the fact Is." said a lieutenant In 
the rorty-nlnth, "the man who happens 
to be wearing the uniform has nothing to 
do with the matter. The salnto 1.h a mark 
ot respect to a certain rank. It oueht uo' 
to matter^to n man who .'WCflrs.:the same 
.r,iilform-.OB I ^dOihtrboiaecreaJtbe'tBsme gov- 1 



ernment that I do, whether that uniform 
Is worn by a white man or a "bhick or a 
yellow man or h neoundrel .\nd the ques- 
tion of dlserlmlnntlon was not left to the 
discretion of Individuals. It's purely a 
matter of form aud a military detail." 

"i'oii won't niulerslaiul, will you," in- 
terposed Lieut. TUluian, ffood-uatorcdly, 
"that we are deliberately seeking the sa- 
lute? It makes no dlftorenc? to a in:iu 
01: sense whether a prejudiced white sol- 
dier gocj out of his way to make a person- 
al matter out of what Is slninly a inUltary 
retjulatloii. We haven't boon chasing the 
salute at all. "When a group of men are 
standing at tho head , of ,the^,8tree.t here, 
zigzag across In ord?r to relievo them of the 
painful necessity of . saluting,' But if these 
uien feel that It bumtUates them to salute 
a colored offlcier, I'll spare them the salute. 
Yesterday I overheard two men take a 
third to task foi* saluting the rank I wear. 
'What d'ye mean,' one said, 'by giving that 

nigger the salute? I'd seo him in before 

I'd salute hini.' Now, I think tho coinuiou 
sense way Is the way to treat this thing. 
I.'li:ldly consUK rcd, I should have those men 
arrested, put In tbe guardhouse nnd made 
to stand trial. That Is my right and their 
tit punishment. Hut there Is no man living, 
white or black, who will dispute the human 
necessity of departing at tlm.-s rrom the 
rluld rule. Discretion. EomI JudKHient, ex 
pedleucy— whatever you choose to call It — 
smtgests that a man should Ignore these 
things for a time. In ten ycnrs, fifteen 
years It will have pnasud. I wouldn't make 
a tragedy of It. It Isn't worth while." 

"Among tbe regulars," said a tall, 
straight, Boldlerly-looklng black fellow 
with stripes on his sleeves, "we find that 
a man's too much of a soldier, as a rule 
take np a class war. It's the volunteers, 
who arn't nectistomed to colored ofUcers, 
who'll say what a white sohlier said of me 
at the Thaiiks.s;lvlng footludi game. 

" 'Salute that thing!' ho sneered, when 
bis companion stood at attention. 'Toin li 

your cap to that nigger? I'll be if 1 

do!' 

"Of course there are re^'ulars, officer 
and men. who'll have urKi'Ut business ol 
at a taiiKenl fri.iu theli- lliie of walk th 
luomcni a I'cdored nflicer apjiears. -Viid 
there are tliiise aiiinnf,- the white privates 
wlio make a distinct loa between 'swelled- 
head iilgijers' nnd thoHe who are not un 
dul.v i>iated at being above white men. 

"But, after all, this Is not the serious 
side of the matter. If a lot of white sol- 
diers are running away from th.' possi- 
bility of being compelled to salute, a col- 
ored officer would make a dignified picture, 
wouldn't he, running after them? 'I"h.< 
only part of It thnt a person need consider 
is the erroct It has upon tbe men. The 
black private has as much l.iyalty to Ills 
officers aa the white man has: often more. 
It two ofllccrs of the Furty-alnth, friei.'ds 
of Iltitler's, budii'l been at baud to qniel 
things last weed; there would have been 
bloodshed, with whites mi one side and 
blacks on the otlUT. Colored |)ilvales are 
Iireity iirudent and rather good-natured, ami 
it Is the policy of the ofllccrs to mako as 
little as possible of the slights uo wdiite of- 
lleer at the Presidio would for one moment 
overlook. But when you add lighting whis- 
key to the men's knowledge that their re.ifi- 
inent's been wronged, there Is the danger 
that'll come from the Inxness of the white 
ofllcers in not seeing tfi It thai their men 
rc^speet rank in negroes."' 

"There are only two cures for It." sail 
Tillman. "One lii tliiie. Tile colored com- 
mlBaloucd officer Is coniiiaratlvely a new 
thing. In time men of both colors will 
become bet'er used to ll. The other Is 
war. Down In Cuba, we fniiKht side by side 
with the white men, and came to forj;et, as 
they did, that there was any dlfferenee be.

Tho prosecution of the mecal mining 
industry in its multifarious forms, ui)on 
tht! success of which to ii great extent 
tho prosperity of tho entire province inay 
be .said to be continirent, has been at- 
tended by numerous unanticipated and 
very cousiderablo obstacles during tJie 
year that has just closed. And yet— hero 
tho inagniflcent snfflciency of British 
CoJumbia's mineral wealth again asserts 
it.seJf — despite all the diiiieiilties and di-;- 
eouraging conditions by wliicli it has 
been hampered, the foundation industry 
of the province has not only held its 
own, 'bnt pnormoualy Increased the out- 
put of precious and economic metals. It 
is oven safe to say that while tlie miner- 
al production of British Coluud)ia for 
1898, reached -the enormous total of 
$10,820,801, »n increase from ,?2,00.S,- 
SU3 in bat eight years, the statistics lor 
tlie year that ended yesterday will he 
found to improve upon this inagnilicent 
showing bv iinite 50 per cent, bringing 
the production up to ,'i;i.">,0t)O,(K)O, or 
t hereabouts— by far the best figure ever 
yet attained. "What it would have been 
hut fur tie- closing of tin; great mines of 
tlui .Sloean owing to what is known as 
tin> eight hour dilllculty; the langli! in 
tith'S t!ii\t has so seriously retarded t!ie 
developnirnt of the Atlin district; ami 
the contininMl depreciation of silver 
values, may bo leif to the inniginalion. 
Kiion^'h is known from what lias been 
aceoiiiiilishi-il in the face of ollicial blun- 
dering and ii:itur.-il diiliL-nlties. to justify 
the assiM-lioii that Itritisli Colninhia has 
become an iiniiurtaiU and even growing 
factor to be reckoned with in tlie com- 
putation of the gold supi)ly, .and alsn thm 
the eoppi'r and copper-geld mines nf 
VaiK'Ouvor Island are in tliemselves snf- 
licient to make this one of the richest in- 
dustrial centres of the West. The in- 
<Tease in tlie precious metal production 
aliove referred to :iiny be said to origin- 
;itL' ill the two great camps of the north 
and south— the placer and hydniulie 
workings of Atlin on the one hand, and 
the constantly worked, immense bodies 
of low griule gold ii!i;irtz in the Itossliilid 
district of West Kootenay. It Is liuO 
almost jiltogetlier to the efforts of the 
minors of Atlin that the production of 
tho placers has again— for the first time 
since ISSl — crossed the iinllioii dollar 
mark, practically doubling the production 
of 181)S iiiul carrying tlii> iniiiu Ii.iek to 
tho uiiys old when ''CarllK>o" was on 
every lip and the f.ime cif the Willi:uiis 
iind LightintiK creek diggings lirst 
brought tlii? wesleril colony under the 
notice of tile busy world. $043,340 is 
given as the total value of the British 
Cohinibia yield of placer gold for 1808; 
during 1899, royalty was paid at Atlin 
on no less tlian 2(!,.'')70 mmces of an aver- 
age value of $15.75, ui-d as this is send- 
otHcially estimated to represent cousid- 
ernbly less than 50 per coni of the output 
of tho camp for -the just closed season, 
$850,000 would be a very modest esti- 
mate to put -upon the production total 
for tho new northern district. Nor can 
this be fairly taken to represent the pro- 
ducing capacity of the Atlin eanii). for 
during the greater part of the working 
season operations vi-re virtually sus- 
pended owing to llie unfortunate tangle 
of titles which Mr. .lust ice Irving was 
r(?<iuircd to dispose of, and did after full 
and pntieat investigation of the miners' 
grievances. It is not as a placer eainii, 
however, nor yet a great hydranlieing 
l)roposition, that Atlin promises to be-

di.striets. Allin is already classilied by 
the best experts, .-is a dislinctly quart/, 
proposition; and with the advent of 
innehiiiery and capital, the era of its real 
g'reatness will be said to open, .ilthoiigh 
t.liero are no doubts millions still to be 
washed or hydranliced from its shallow 
gravel.-; before its pla-jcr days have pass- 
ed.

During the last season agriculture has 
been receiving more attention from u 
scientilic point of view tlmu over before. 
Farmers are realizing that to make hus- 
bandry a paying occupation tbey must 
give some study to the details of the 
(diemistry of the soil and ],lant life; they 
begin to realize :hat they -cannot make 
unlimited demands' -upon their farms 
without some reciprocity in the shape of 
replacing that which is taken, iim-aj-. 
They are realizing in a greater degree 
that unless heed is given to the spraying 
and cultivation of *ririt trees ihey cannot 
expect profitable returns. This awaken- 
ing is no doubt due 'u a groat niea.surc to 
the effect of tho teaching through the 
iiK^diuiii gf farmers' Institutes ftnd the 
inu'd les.'iOrts o{ feSperlence; nevertheless 
much still reinaiuH to (be done. The 
thousand and one details of a Uf a on the 
farm tending to the ImproYeraent or 
enrichment cf the .farm, small in them- 
stdves, (but in the aggregate making a 
very large total ate but too often disre- 
garded. Farms such as that of .Mr. 
Wells at Chilii-wnck are object lessons 
which shonld be studied lairefuUy. 

The sea.son having been exceptioniill> 
wet in all the most settled portions of the 
jirovince grain has ii()t been saved in as 
good condition as could be dcsirivl. All 
iliriiugh the Siiallumebeen ;ind 0';auagan 
districts during the months of .1 aly and 
August rain retarded harvesting opera- 
tions materially and iu some instances 
destroycHl the grain in the stooks. The 
consoqiience was tliat not only was the 
(|uality ill a great measure injured but 
the i|uantity was reduced and before it 
toiild he taken to the mills the i-oads 
became bad and the delivery of the grain 
is U((W delayed until siio'v f:;lls iu suf- 
llcient (luantily to in. ike sb-ighitg prac- 
ticable. For the sani(> reason -the hay on 
the lower mainland suffered greatl.v and 
a cunsiderable cpiantity has had to be 
felt on tin- lields. On Vancmiver and 
gulf islands the conditions existed in. a 
le.sH degree, resulting in a smaller Joss. 
The large yield of .liof,;- grain and hay. 
Iiowi^ver, i>artly C(Uir,iensat"(l ^or the 
losses sustjiined. Boot croj)s gave very 
large returns of a superior (;iuality. This 
was evinciMl hy the displays at tiie agri- 
cultural shows wlutre the exhibits were 
noticeable for their excelleucH'. b'roiii 
Kaniloops, Ashcroft, Cbilliwack, Read 
i.sljind, Nanaimo and other places pota- 
toes were xeceivetl by the departruent of 
agriculture of (prodigeous size and ex- 
ciMitional quality. The Hon, Sydiiev 
b'isher. Dominion -minister of agriculture, 
was very much impressed toy the dis- 
lilays of vegetables and fruit at New 
Westminster and Knmlnops, and exprc'NS 
ed bis sun'rise at the size they attained. 
Fruit was decidedly variable both iu yii>ld 
and ([uality and in fact it raiigeil all 
tho way from bad to good. In parts of 
the ufiiier mainland the aiiple crop could 
not he beaten, whilst on the lowcy maiii- 
bmd and islands, stune orchards produced 
good crops and others were almost a to- 
tal failure. The ([uality i;; all cases wa-, 
scan-ejv nji to the av;"r:,L'e. the coloring 
being espcs'ially (lelicieiil. Some re- 
markable spe(.-imens of aiiples w.-re ob- 
taiiK-d from the orchard of .Manm^l Bar- 
c(dlo at KereiiK'os and sent to th(> de- 
partment of iigri(-ultur(> by Mr. McKel- 
vie (if 'N'ernon. some of which weighed 
within a fraction of two pounds. Casts 
have been taken of the best for 'jxhibi- 
■tioii purposes. 

The production of other fruit was more 
evenly divided but the uuf.'i vorabl-s sum- 
mer weather militated grcavly against 
the successful shipment of stone fiaiits (o 
the Northwest Territories and .Miiiiitoha. 
The climatological variations are imong 
t-lic most unaccoiiiilable idieiiomeiia ol 
any country and this proviiu-e with its 
huge moimtaiiiou.s ranges, deep valleys, 
innumerable lakes, islaud.s, and fiords, is 
possibly more subject to such tinaccoiint- 
iible changes than most others, b'or lu- 
etanee during the last sunuiier whilst m 
such sections of tlie dry belt where the 
rdiiifal] is usually very small, the precipi- 
tation -was excessive, and in other por- 
tions -R'hcre .the Immidity ,is generally 
excessive, irrigat?oh had to he resorted 
to. The latter conditic-i \vas noticably 
the ciise at ('ape Scott. 

Amongst the (Effects of a cold damp 
suinnier the absence of boi.ey in llowers 
is one of the condition^; w-hieli dirixdly 
inllnenxN? the apiarist. Tliis v-'as greatly 
felt at (Jhilliwack where tii(; ii.T'iey crop 
fell from a very large om- to nil. On the 
other hand the excessivi^ v.'et promoted 
a line growth of fodder so tliiit di'.iryiiig 
was jiroportionalely 'beue1ite(' and as a 
coiisc(|uence a large accession of good 
sound butt(>r has been placekl on the 
market. This industry -has taken great 
strides of late and we U»k to the time 
not far distant when the impi'irtatimi of 
thLs necessary article of tfooi (vrill not
